Section  2.  The  object  and  purpose  of  said  Corporation  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  to  promote  the  education  of  young  women 
in  Literature,  Science  and  the  Arts. 

Section  3.  The  College  may  grant  to  Students  under  its 
charge  Diplomas  or  Honorary  Testimonials,  in  such  form  as  it 
may  designate.  It  may  grant  and  confer  such  Honors,  Degrees 
and  Diplomas,  as  arc  granted  by  any  University,  College  or  Sem¬ 
inary  of  Learning  in  the  United  States. 


EXTRACT  FROM  FOUNDER’S  ADDRESS 

DELIVERED  AT  THE 

Laying  of  the  Corner  Stone, 

JULY  1  9,  1867. 


From  all  that  has  been  said  it  will  be  readily  understood  that 
the  Founder  of  this  College  does  not  intend  it  to  be  regarded  or 
conducted  as  an  ordinary  boarding-school.  Neither  is  it  his  pur¬ 
pose  to  establish  a  school  where  young  ladies  may  obtain  a 
knowledge  of  domestic  duties,  which  can  be  more  effectually 
learned  under  a  mother’s  instruction;  or  a  “fashionable  ’  insti¬ 
tute,  in  which  dress  and  deportment  claim  chief  if  not  exclusive 
attention. 

The  ideal  present  to  his  mind  is  of  a  “  Home,”  in  which  sur¬ 
rounded  with  appliances  and  advantages  beyond  the  reach  of 
separate  families,  however  wealthy,  young  ladies  may  assemble 
to  receive  that  education  which  shall  qualify  them  to  fulfil  their 
duties  as  women,  daughters,  wives  or  mothers,  and  to  practice 
that  pleasant  demeanor,  to  cultivate  those  womanly  graces,  to 
exercise  that  winning  courtesy,  which  so  befit  those  whom  our 
mother  tongue  characterizes  as  “the  gentler  sex.-' 

It  is  the  fervent  wish  of  the  Founder  that  this  College  may  be 
conducted  on  truly  Christian  principles,  and  that  its  pupils  may 
always  be  surrounded  by  an  atmosphere  of  Christian  influences. 
This  feature  of  the  education  to  be  here  imparted  will,  he  hopes, 
ever  be  considered  of  the  greatest  importance.  Highly  appreciat¬ 
ing  the  value  of  secular  education,  but  not  forgetful  of  its  dan¬ 
gers  when  divorced  from  religious  training,  it  is  his  heartfelt  de¬ 
sire  that  in  this  institution  the  two  shall  ever  be  so  thoroughly 
combined,  that  through  their  mutual  and  co-operative  influence 
the  young  ladies  who  shall  here  spend  their  school-life  shall  be¬ 
come  not  only  intelligent  and  cultivated,  but  truly  Christian

Regular  Students  are  classified  according  to  the  principle  that  in  order  to 
full  membership  in  any  collegiate  class  the  satisfactory  completion  of  all  the 
studies  of  such  class  together  with  the  studies  of  the  preceding  classes  is  neces¬ 
sary.  If,  however,  a  student  be  deficient  to  an  extent  not  exceeding  one  full 
study  for  half  of  the  year,  she  may  maintain  her  standing  on  condition  of  making 
up  the  deficiency  within  a  reasonable  time. 

Special  Students  are  enrolled  in  the  several  classes  according  to  their  aver¬ 
age  attainments  without  reference  to  the  studies  they  may  have  pursued  during 
the  year.  In  estimating  their  rank  only  such  studies  as  have  been  allowed  them 
on  examination  are  taken  into  the  account  besides  those  which  they  have  satis¬ 
factorily  completed  in  the  College.  The  same  rule  applies  to  conditions  as  in 
the  case  of  regular  students.

English  Composition.— Special  attention  is  given  to  English  Composition 
during  the  entire  course  of  instruction. 

Elocution. — All  who  desire  it  have  opportunity  for  thorough  and  systematic 
training  in  the  principles  and  practice  of  Elocution. 

Languages. — The  languages  taught  in  the  regular  course  are  Latin,  Greek, 
French  and  German.  For  graduation  four  years  of  Latin  and  two  of  French  are 
required.  At  the  beginning  of  Freshman  year,  students  may  elect  French,  Greek 
or  German.  At  the  beginning  of  Sophomore  year  they  may  elect  Latin,  Greek 
or  German.  Those,  however,  who  elect  one  of  these  languages  are  expected  to 
pursue  it  for  the  full  time  specified  in  the  course. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

For  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  applicants  are  examined 
in  Arithmetic ;  Algebra  to  Quadratic  Equations;  English  Gram¬ 
mar;  Political  and  Physical  Geography;  Ilistorv  of  the  United 
States;  Ancient  History  as  given  in  Anderson’s  General  History 
or  Willsons  Outlines;  Latin  Grammar;  Caesar,  four  books,  or 
an  equivalent;  Harkness’s  Prose  Composition.  Part  I,  or  an 
equivalent ;  X  irgil  s  rEneid,  four  books,  or  an  equivalent :  French, 
as  laid  down  in  the  Academic  studies. 

For  admission  to  a  higher  class  examination  is  required  in  all 
the  previous  studies. 

For  admission  to  the  Academic  Department  examination  is 
required  in  Arithmetic  to  Percentage;  English  Grammar;  Mod¬ 
ern  Geography;  Latin  Grammar  and  Lessons. 

In  admitting  students  preference  is  given  to  those  who  are 
qualified  to  meet  these  requirements.  Preparatory  classes  will 
be  formed  for  those  who  are  deficient  so  long  as  there  may  be 
room  for  their  accommodation. 

All  applicants  are  required  to  present  satisfactory  testimonials 
of  character.  Those  who  are  admitted  are  regarded,  in  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  a  special  understanding  to  the  contrary  at  the  time,  as 
engaging  to  remain  during  the  entire  year  or  so  much  of  it  as 
remains  at  the  time  of  entering,  unless  prevented  by  sickness  or 
other  cause  equally  imperative. 

REGULAR  COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

There  is  one  regular  course  of  study,  on  the  completion  of 
which  students  are  graduated  with  the  degree  of  Baccalaureate  of 
Arts. 

For  this  degree  students  will  pursue  the  prescribed  course 
through  Freshman  year,  except  that  at  the  beginning  of  Fresh- 
fnan  year  they  may  elect  French.  Greek  or  German.  At  the 
beginning  of  Sophomore  year  they  may  elect  Latin,  Greek  or 
German,  pursuing  either  language  for  the  full  time  specified. 
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The  other  studies  are  all  required,  except  that  in  cases  of  mark¬ 
ed  proficiency  Music  or  other  Art  study  may  with  the  approval 
of  the  President  be  substituted  for  one  of  the  regular  studies. 

SPECIAL  COURSES. 

Students  are  allowed  to  take  special  courses  of  study,  when 
sufficient  reason  exists  for  their  not  pursuing  the  regular  course. 
But  in  order  to  take  advanced  collegiate  studies  without  full 
previous  preparation,  they  should  be  at  least  nineteen  years  of 
age,  and  must  have  had  sufficient  mental  culture  to  join  regular 
classes  without  detriment  to  others  and  with  advantage  to  them-  j 
selves.  The  studies  of  all  such  are  arranged  by  the  President 
with  due  regard  to  previous  attainments,  and  the  special  end  de-  ) 
sired. 

Students  who  may  pursue  selected  courses  of  full  collegiate 
studies  for  three  years  will  receive  certificates  accordingly.  ] 
Those  who  may  pursue  .such  courses  for  four  years  will  be  en-  I 
titled  to  take  part  m  the  exercises  of  the  graduating  class,  and 
will  receive  a  special  diploma. 

ART  STUDIES. 

Music  receives  special  attention.  In  teaching  it  the  aim  is  to 
impart  such  knowledge  and  culture  as  will  enable  the  student  to 
understand  and  appreciate  the  works  of  the  best  composers. 

In  both  Instrumental  and  Vocal  Music  the  instruction  is  based  j 
upon  the  most  approved  European  methods,  so  that  those  who  ; 
may  wish  to  complete  their  musical  education  abroad  will  be  able 
to  prosecute  their  future  study  to  the  best  advantage. 

Regular  lessons  in  harmony  are  given  to  those  who  desire 
them. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  lessons  and  daily  practice  lectures 
are  delivered  on  the  standard  composers  in  the  history  of  music,  j 
with  practical  illustrations  of  their  peculiarities  of  style. 

Concerts  and  Recitals  are  occasionally  given,  in  which  those  i 
who  have  gained  some  proficiency  have  opportunity  to  appear  ■ 
before  an  audience. 


LECTURES,  ETC. 
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Choral  classes  are  free  to  all  who  choose  to  join  them,  and 
who  possess  sufficient  voice  and  culture  to  profit  by  them. 

Drawing  and  Painting,  with  other  branches  of  the  Fine 
Arts  are  provided  for,  and  the  best  facilities  are  afforded  for  all 
who  may  desire  instruction  in  them. 

LECTURES. 

Lectures  on  subjects  directly  or  indirectly  connected  with  the 
several  departments  of  instruction  are  delivered  from  time  to 
time  by  members  of  the  Faculty  and  by  others  of  acknowledged 
reputation  and  ability. 

During:  the  past  year  Professor  William  A.  Anthony  of  Cor- 
nell  University  delivered  his  fourth  annual  course  of  brilliant 
and  instructive  lectures  in  Physics,  on  the  subject  of  Heat. 
Professor  Hiram  Corson  of  Cornell  University  also  delivered  an 
admirable  course  of  lectures  on  English  Literature. 

FACILITIES  FOR  THE  NATURAL  SCIENCES. 

By  the  generosity  of  friends  of  the  College  foundation  has 
been  laid  for  cabinets  illustrative  of  the  different  departments  of 
Natural  Science.  The  collection  of  minerals  is  especially  valua¬ 
ble  for  the  number  and  richness  of  its  specimens.  Through  a 
timely  gift  from  the  Hon.  E.  B.  Morgan  full  working  cabinets 
have  recently  been  provided  for  students  of  Mineralogy  and  Ge¬ 
ology,  while  the  richness  of  the  geological  formation  of  the  vi¬ 
cinity  in  fossils  affords  rare  opportunity  for  studying  this  branch 
of  the  subject  by  practical  observation. 

In  Chemistry  the  facilities  are  ample  for  a  thorough  and  prac¬ 
tical  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  the  science,  while  in  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  Physics  generally  Professor  Anthony’s  admirably  illus¬ 
trated  lectures  are  a  source  of  great  interest  and  profit. 

LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

The  Library  and  Reading  Room  are  furnished  with  reference 
books  and  a  choice  selection  of  standard  and  current  periodical 
literature,  to  which  every  reasonable  facility  of  access  is  afforded. 


WELLS  COLLEGE. 
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LOCATION. 

Wells  College  is  ntifully  located  on  the  eastern  bank  of 
Cayuga  Lake,  at  Aurora,  N.  Y.  The  place  and  its  immediate 
neighborhood  enjoy  a  remarkable  exemption  from  all  influences 
injurious  to  health. 

Aurora  is  reached  by  Cayuga  Railway,  which  connects  with 
the.  N.  Y.  Central  at  Cayuga,  twelve  miles  distant,  and  with  the 
Delaware,  Lackawanna  &  Western  at  Ithaca,  twenty-six  miles, 
the  latter  connecting  with  the  N.  Y.  &■  Erie  at  Owego. 

BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS. 

For  beauty  of  situation  and  surrounding  the  College  is  unsur¬ 
passed.  Situated  on  elevated  ground  south  of  the  village,  it 
commands  extensive  views  of  delightful  scenery,  while  the 
grounds,  over  thirty  acres  in  extent,  afford  ample  opportunity 
for  open  air  recreation. 

The  College  building,  a  tine  structure  externally,  is  in  its  in¬ 
ternal  arrangement  especially  designed  to  promote  the  health, 
comfort  and  convenience  of  its  inmates.  On  the  first  floor  are 
the  Parlor,  Reception  Room.  Library  and  Reading  Room,  Cabi¬ 
net,  President’s  Room,  Office,  Lady  Principal’s  Rooms,  Study 
Hall,  and  Recitation  Rooms.  On  the  upper  floors  are  the  young- 
ladies  rooms.  All  the  rooms  are  large,  pleasant  and  well  fur¬ 
nished. 

The  whole  building  is  lighted  with  gas,  warmed  by  steam,  and 
abundantly  supplied  with  water. 

THE  COLLEGE  HOME. 

Young  ladies  on  admission  to  the  College  become  members 
of  the  family  and  are  subject  to  its  regulations.  The  supervision 
of  this  department  is  entrusted  to  the  Lady  Principal,  who  is 
assisted  by  the  teachers  resident  in  the  house. 

In  all  the  regulations  of  the  house,  mutual  confidence  and  af¬ 
fection  are  deemed  more  efficacious  than  stringent  rules  and  pen¬ 
alties.  Great  importance  is  attached  to  the  cultivation  of  lady-

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like  manners,  courteous  deportment  and  considerate  regard  for 
the  wishes  and  feelings  of  others. 

The  Lady  Principal  receives  all  students  on  their  arrival, 
assigns  rooms  and  room-mates,  and  makes  all  arrangements  for 
their  comfort  and  personal  welfare.  Parents  are  invited  to  cor¬ 
respond  with  her  freely  and  confidentially  in  regard  to  anything 
concerning  their  daughters  that  may  need  special  attention. 

Parents  are  in  every  case  expected  to  send  to  the  Lady  Prin¬ 
cipal  over  their  own  signatures  the  names  of  those  with  whom 
they  are  willing  their  daughters  should  hold  correspondence 
while  connected  with  the  College. 

Each  young  lady  is  expected  to  bring  with  her  a  sufficient 
number  of  towels  for  her  own  use,  which  with  every  article  of 
clothing  liable  to  be  lost  or  mislaid  should  be  distinctly  marked 
with  the  full  name.  She  should  also  be  provided  with  an  um¬ 
brella,  thick  boots,  India  rubber  overshoes,  leggings,  water-proof 
cloak  and  a  warm  dressing  gown. 

It  is  especially  desired  that  the  dress  of  the  young  ladies  be 
simple  and  inexpensive,  that  regard  be  had  to  good  taste  and 
service  rather  than  to  fashionable  display. 

Under  ordinary  circumstances  absence  from  College  for  the 
t  t  ,  ' 

purpose  of  visiting  at  home  or  among  friends  cannot  be  allowed, 
and  calls  upon  students  must  be  so  arranged  as  not  to  interfere 
with  College  duties.  Absence  on  the  Sabbath  is  especially  unde¬ 
sirable,  as  the  quiet  observance  of  the  duties  of  that  day  is  a 
necessary  preparation  for  those  of  the  rest  of  the  week. 

Absences  from  College  are  considered  under  general  rules. 
In  case  of  sickness  the  advice  of  the  Lady  Principal  is  sufficient 
reason  for  absence.  In  other  instances  request  with  statement 
of  the  circumstances  which  render  the  absence  necessary  must 
be  sent  directly  by  the  parent  or  guardian  to  the  President. 
Only  in  extraordinary  cases,  and  then  to  a  very  limited  extent, 
can  a  young  lady  be  absent  without  affecting  her  rank  in  her 
studies. 
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RELIGIOUS  CULTURE. 

While  the  College  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  its  founda¬ 
tion  is  a  Christian  Institution,  it  is  in  no  sense  sectarian.  No 
instruction  is  given  or  requirements  made  in  the  interest  of  any 
religious  denominate  >n. 

There  are  daily  prayers  in  the  Study  Hall,  and  on  the  Sab- 
lxith,  Bible  classes  conducted  by  the  teachers,  and  a  Praise  Meet¬ 
ing.  Students  attend  either  of  the  churches  in  the  village  that 
their  parents  may  elect.  These  exercises  all  are  required  to  at¬ 
tend  unless  excused  by  the  proper  authority.  There  are  also 
prayer  meetings  during  the  week  and  on  the  Sabbath  conducted 
by  the  students. 

HEALTH  AND  PHYSICAL  CULTURE. 

In  all  the  arrangements  of  the  College,  health  and  physical  de¬ 
velopment  are  regarded  as  of  the  first  importance,  and  their  in¬ 
terests  are  carefully  consulted  at  all  points.  Special  attention  is 
given  to  the  amount  of  intellectual  work  required,  to  regularity 
and  quality  of  meals,  hours  for  study,  recreation,  rising,  retiring, 
etc. 

Daily  exercise  in  the  open  air  during  a  portion  of  each  day  is 
required  of  all  unless  excused  by  the  Lady  Principal. 

The  Wells  College  Boat  Club,  which  comprises  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  the  young  ladies,  and  which  is  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  two  of  the  Professors,  is  during  the  summer  and  au¬ 
tumn  a  delightful  source  of  recreation  and  health. 

o 

In  cases  of  slight  indisposition  or  sickness  students  receive 
proper  care  and  attention  from  the  Lady  Principal.  They  are  in 
all  cases  required  to  promptly  inform  her  of  any  premonitory 
symptoms  of  illness.  So  efficient  has  this  precaution  proved, 
that  from  the  first  there  has  been  little  or  no  serious  illness  in 
the  house. 


SOCIETIES,  CORRESPONDENCE,  ETC. 
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Parents  are  earnestly  requested  not  to  send  their  daughters 
boxes  of  rich  cake,  confectionery  and  other  things  of  like  kind, 
as  a  great  part  of  all  the  sickness  among  the  students  is  trace¬ 
able  to  the  indulgence  thus  afforded. 

SOCIETIES. 

The  Phcenix  Literarum  Society  has  for  its  object  the  pro¬ 
motion  of  literary  culture.  It  has  regular  literary  exercises, 
and  gives  an  annual  public  entertainment.  It  already  has  a  well 
selected  and  increasing  library,  and  it  is  calculated  to  be  of  great 
benefit  to  those  who  are  connected  with  it. 

The  Missionary  Society  is  organized  for  the  purpose  of  cul¬ 
tivating  a  spirit  of  Christian  benevolence  and  of  acquiring  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  progress  of  evangelical  truth  throughout  the  world. 
Meetings  are  held  monthly,  and  systematic,  voluntary  contribu¬ 
tions  are  taken  and  appropriated  by  the  society  to  some  special 
need  in  the  work  of  Christian  missions.

All  correspondence  relating  to  the  course  of  instruction,  the 
admission  or  dismission  of  students,  their  studies,  temporary  ab¬ 
sence  from  College,  business,  etc.,  should  be  addressed  directly  to 
the  President ;  confidential  communications  relating  to  the  per¬ 
sonal  welfare  of  students,  to  the  Lady  Principal. 

Telegrams,  especially  those  concerning  sickness  or  death,  should 
never  be  sent  directly  to  students,  but  to  the  President  or  Lady 
Principal. 


APPLICATION  FOR  ADMISSION. 

In  making  applications,  care  should  be  taken  to  state  the  age, 
degree  of  health,  studies  previously  pursued  and  finished  and  at 
what  school,  and  whether  a  special  or  regular  course  of  study  is 
desired. 
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Applicants  are  reminded  that  as  the  number  of  students  is  lim¬ 
ited  to  seventy -five,  early  application  is  desirable.  Rooms  are 
assigned  to  new  students  after  examination,  and  usually  in  the 
order  of  application. 


EXPENSES. 

The  Charge  foe  Board,  Light,  Fuel  and  Washing  (twelve 
pieces  of  clothing  and  four  towels  weekly,)  and  Tuition  in  all 
the  studies  of  the  regular  course,  including  French  and  German, 
is  $400  per  year ;  or  $200  per  half  year  or  term,  payable  invaria¬ 
bly  in  advance.  There  is  no  separate  charge  for  special  students. 

Students  who  are  residents  of  the  township,  and  board  in  the 
College  only  four  and  a  half  days  per  week,  and  have  their  wash¬

DEDUCTION'S. 

As  the  contract  between  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Pro¬ 
fessors  and  teachers  for  their  salaries  covers  the  entire  }’ear,  and 
the  amount  paid  for  tuition  is  credited  to  said  account,  there  is 
no  deduction  made  in  any  case  for  tuition. 

A  student  absent  on  leave  is  charged  the  same  as  though 
she  were  present,  it  being  expressly  understood  that  only  official 
notification  from  parent  or  guardian  will  be  considered  as  author¬ 
itative,  and  accounts  are  made  out  to  the  date  of  such  notice. 

If  a  student  be  compelled  by  sickness  or  other  imperative  ne¬ 
cessity  to  return  home  before  the  expiration  of  the  Collegiate 
year,  she  will  be  charged  for  board  at  the  rate  of  $8.00  per  week, 
for  the  time  spent  at  the  Institution. 

If  a  student  be  dismissed  from  the  College  for  any  cause,  the 
whole  amount  advanced  for  board,  washing,  fuel  and  light  from 
the  time  of  dismission  will  be  refunded  on  the  order  of  her  par¬ 
ent  or  guardian. 

Students  received  at  any  time  after  the  first  six  iveeks ,  will  be 
charged  for  the  remainder  of  the  year,  dating  from  their  admis¬ 
sions.  But  no  deduction  will  be  made  for  the  first  or  last  six 
weeks  of  the  year. 

COLLEGIATE  YEAR. 

The  Collegiate  year  begins  the  second  Wednesday  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  and  closes  the  third  Wednesday  of  June,  with  two  re¬ 
cesses,  one  at  the  winter  holidays,  and  the  other  in  the  spring. 

Founder’s  Day,  Thanksgiving  and  Washington’s  Birthday  are 
observed  as  holidays.  Leave  of  absence  is  not  granted,  except 
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for  reasons  that  would  be  considered  necessary  at  any  other 
time  during  the  session.  As  only  one  day  is  given  for  Thanks¬ 
giving,  parents  are  specially  requested  not  to  ask  leave  of  ab¬ 
sence  for  their  daughters  on  that  day. 

ENTRANCE  EXAMINATIONS. 

The  regular  examinations  for  the  admission  of  students  will 
occur  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  September  11  and  12,  1877, 
and  Tuesday,  January  29,  1878.  Candidates  may  be  exam¬ 
ined  at  other  times,  but  it  is  especially  desired  that  they  present 
themselves  on  the  days  specified,  in  order  that  any  special  need 
in  classification  may  receive  attention,  and  that  teachers  may  not 
be  interrupted  in  their  regular  work. 

All,  whether  new  or  former  students,  who  are  too  late  for 
classification  on  Wednesday,  must  conform  to  the  order  of  exer¬ 
cises  for  Thursday,  the  first  day  of  recitations.
